Yet something the poorest of the 
city prople somehow regard them- 
selves as being one or more cuts 
aboye the farmer, and the word itself 
is sometimes used as mild opporbium.

conscious of a great superiority over 
the men and women whose work in 
the fields alone enables them to live.

He would 
not allowed to intrude his presence 
on people gathered to eat the food 
and drink the liuor of his raising off 
tablecloths raised by farmers. - 

They wouldn’t like him any unless 
they happened to be pretty well along 
in their drama, in which case they 
might spontaneously decide to clown 
him around in a derisive way, with 
the orchestra playing “Reuben, Reu- 
ben, I’ve Been Thinking” or “This Is 
the Life”.

Rich and flaky, 
spread with butter and juicy red ber- 
ries, and crowned with a fluff of 
whipped cream. But do more than 
imagine it — make it. This straw- 
berry shortcake is a triumph indeed, 
to set upon your table. 

When nature has given us such 4 
delicious fruit, don’t 
your end of it and serve a poor short- 
cake. By using only the best cake 
flour — which means the most finely 
milled — on the market, you can pro- 
duce a superb cake which is desery- 
ing of praise in itsclf but really ful- 
fills its purpose when smothered in 
strawberries. 


Strawberry Shortcake 

3 cups sifted cake flour; 3 tea- 
spoons baking powder; 1 teaspoon 
salt; 344 cup butter or other shorten- 
ing; 3-4 cup milk (about); 2 quarts 
fruit. 

Sift flour once, measure, add ~bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Cut in shortening. Add milk gradual- 
ly until soft dough is formed. Roll 
% inch thick on slightly floured 
board. Cut with 3-inch floured biscuit 
cutter. Place half of circles on bak- 
ing sheet; brush with melter butter. 
Place remaining circles on top and 
butter tops well. Bake in hot oven 
(350 deg. F.) 15 to 20 minutes. Cut 
fruit in small pieces or slices and 
sweeten slightly. Separate halyes of 
hot biscuits, spread bottom half with 
soft butter and sweetened fruit. Place 
other half on top, crust side down.

Helping Them Away 

Last year the Review published a 
simple method of keeping cats and 
dogs away from shrubs and flowers 
and we have been asked to reprint 
it, All that is necessary is to spray 
flowers and shrubs with a diluted 
solution of nicotine sulphate and 
dogs and cats will give all places so 
sprayed a wide berth, The smell is 
offensive to animals, bur not noticed 
by humans, and must be renewed 
every two weeks or after a heavy 
rain. The solution is made by mix- 
ing half a teaspoonful of nicotine 
sulphate with a gallon of water and 
using an ordinary spray. — Niagara 
Falls Review.

This Year’s Crop of Graduates 

Tho annual job hunt is on as hun- 
dreds of nervous young men and 
young women come rushing out of 
colleges everywhere in a wild dash 
to make their impression on the 
business world. For some years past, 
the happy hunting grounds of indus- 
try have been anything but kind to 
these would-be hopefuls and there is 
many a graduate wondering if the 
time and effort were worth the price. 
For these and their younger fellow 
collegians, the Investor’s Syndicate, 
of Minneapolis offers a ray of hope. 
According to a recent survey con- 
ducted by the Syndicate, “employ- 
ment prospects of this year’s college 
graduating classes are only a little 
less favorable than those of the 1929 
graduates, and substantially better 
than the June 1936 classes... En- 
gineering, business administration, 
teaching and general business classi- 
fications are offering employment in 
greatest volume.” 

Curiosity prompted a test of this 
statement in a Canadian co¥ege. A 
class of twenty men expecting to 
graduate next month were interview- 
ed on their chances of securing em- 
ployment and the results were very 
surprising. Of the twenty, seventeen 
had offers of jobs as @arly as April, 
while a number had even been placed 
in the awkward position of turning 
down opportunities that last year’s 
graduates would have considered 
golden. It is interesting to compare 
the qualifications of the 1937 gradu- 
ate with those of the ideal model in 
other years. The 1937 model is a 
pretty good all-round man with a 
general background not only of clas- 
sics, but of the more practical sub- 
jects like economics, political prac- 
tice, accounting and finance, His four 
years at college have not represented 
four years of life in another world, 
but four years of familiarization with 
the problems both past and current 
of the world he must learn to live in 
after the parents on the home farm 
have ceased to foot the bills. He has 
no illusions about the world he is 
going into. He knows there must be 
a period of apprenticeship in which

It would appear that this paper 
has been unconsciously advocating 
Swedish methods for some time.
